The state of the revolt faaay 
is anybody's guess, 
Kassem's henchmen claim 
to have Hquidated Colonel 
Shawat by bombing, counter 
eoup and arrest, Shawaf, 
or voice purporting to be 
his, claims-to be stijl very 
much alive in the rebel-held 
elty of Mosul. Bagdad’s 
ch.ims to have crushed the 
insurrection may thus be o 
dosporate bid to hold the 
affections of the people of 
southern Iraq in the fuce of, 
the growing success of the 
revolt.

IN- CREDIT WAR. 


OVER SHIPBUILDING 


rHE Saaaaene shipliuilding industry—now the 
world’s biggest—is beconiing worried about 
the growth of-the German shipbuilding industry, 
which it régdrds a3 a far more serious smanetlier Points Pe more zppeared in a 
than the British industry. 


A speclal sub-commitice of 
tht Jepantse Shipbuilding Asso- 
dittion has been meting to 

. study, {hoe effects of ‘forcign 
gompetition © and qverall pros- 
pects for the 1059 fiscal -year, 
April-March, 

The conclusions of the sub- 
commiitre were that Germany 
had the technical ability to 
compete against both Japan and 
Britain and was placed tn a 
better position because of its 
ability to offer longete:m pay- 
ment deals, 


COMPETITIVE 


At present, Japanese  ship-~ 
bullders fect that they are still 
’ competitive with Germany a3 

far as price Js concerned, - 

However, Japanese yards have 
recently been worried by Ger- 
man offers of cary payment 
deals which, they claim, cx- 

. tend for beyond anything whieh 
the Japanese cnn offer. It 
felt that such deals are directed 
specifically at opening up new 
markets ‘In under - developed 
guntries—an area which the 
aponeac had- expected § ‘to 
dominate, ‘ aes
